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Double Patenting 

1 . The nonstatutory double patenting rejection is based on a judicially created 
doctrine grounded in public policy (a policy reflected in the statute) so as to prevent the 
unjustified or improper timewise extension of the "right to exclude" granted by a patent 
and to prevent possible harassment by multiple assignees. See In re Goodman, 1 1 
F.3d 1046, 29 USPQ2d 2010 (Fed, Cir. 1993); In re Longi, 759 F,2d 887, 225 

USPQ 645 (Fed. Cir. 1985); In re Van Ornum, 686 F.2d 937, 214 USPQ 761 (CCPA 
1982); In re Vogel, 422 F.2d 438, 164 USPQ 619 (CCPA 1970);and, In re Thorington, 
418 F.2d 528, 163 USPQ 644 (CCPA 1969). 

A timely filed terminal disclaimer in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .321(c) may be 
used to overcome an actual or provisional rejection based on a nonstatutory double 
patenting ground provided the conflicting application or patent is shown to be commonly 
owned with this application. See 37 CFR 1 .130(b). 

Effective January 1 , 1994, a registered attorney or agent of record may sign a 
terminal disclaimer. A terminal disclaimer signed by the assignee must fully comply with 
37 CFR 3.73(b). 

2. Claims 37-40 are provisionally rejected under the judicially created doctrine of 
obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 17-20 of 
copending Application No. 10/172,929. Although the conflicting claims are not identical, 
and that the claimed language of the present Application is somewhat different from the 
language recited in the copending Application No. 10/172,929 claims 17-20, however, 
they are not patentably distinct from each other because it is noted that it would have 
been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to recognize that the copending 
Application No. 10/172,929 claims 17-20, would be able to perform the functions of the 
claimed limitations of the present Application since the limitations recited in the claimed 
invention of the present Application are also recited in the copending Application No. 
10/172,929 claims 17-20. Applicant's attention is directed to the copending Application 



No. 10/172,929 claims 17-20. 
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This is a provisional obviousness-type double patenting rejection because the 
conflicting claims have not in fact been patented. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

3. 35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the 
conditions and requirements of this title. 

4. Claim 37 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claim is directed to a 
recording medium storing nonfunctional descriptive material. 

Data structures not claimed as embodied in computer-readable media are 
descriptive material per se and are not statutory because they are neither physical 
"things" nor statutory processes. See, e.g. Warmerdam, 33 F.3d at 1361 , 31 USPQ2d at 
1760 (claim to a data structure per se held nonstatutory) and merely claiming 
nonfunctional descriptive material stored in a computer-readable medium does not 
make it statutory. See MPEP 2106.IV.B.1. 

5. Claims 37-40 contain allowable subject matter over the prior art of record if the 
101 and the obvious type double patent rejections indicated above are overcome. 

6. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: 

The claimed invention is directed to a method of reproducing information from an 
information-recording medium. The independent claims identify the feature of " a fourth 
area provided in the third area configured to allow address information of the extent and 
size information of the extent to be recorded therein: a fifth area provided in the first 
area configured to allow manufacturer's information to be recorded therein: a sixth area 
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provided in the fifth area configured to allow manufacturer ID information to be recorded 
therein: and a seventh area provided in the fifth area and located behind the sixth area 
configured to allow information set bv a specific manufacturer to be recorded therein ". 
The closest prior art, Kikuchi et al is directed to a conventional data reproducing 
apparatus, either singularly or in combination fails to anticipate or render the above 
underlined limitations obvious. 

Conclusion 

7. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

Kitamura et al discloses a data-recording medium having reproduction timing 
information and system for reproducing record data by using the reproduction timing 
information. 

Yamane et al discloses a data recording/reproducing apparatus. 
Kikuchi et al discloses a data reproduction apparatus.
